degrading views, we eun bave no doubt. 
Says Edmund Sears—* Transmissive dispo- 
sitions and proelivities to evil coming down 
along u line of tajuted uncestry, and gather- 
ing strength and volume on their way by 
every generation. that transmits them, is a 
fact that is universal and so an irreversible 

law of human descent," . 

And there aro facts enough all about um 
spread in our common pathway, aye! mu/l- 
ing all about us in daily lile, to prove this to 
the veriest idler and looker on of existence, 
And these facts we refer to. because we be- 
lieve the whole matter of developement, phy- 
sical, social and espiritual, constituting salva- 
tion, should be regarded with suorednche.

It rocked the cradles of us 
nearly all in infancy, frightened the ears of 
our early childhood with its tales of terror, 
catochised our boyhood to formal repetition 
of the creed, obliged us to unnatural serious- 
ness and sanctimonious affectations of man- 
ner, and laid the palsying hand of scowling 
* authority ” upon the budding reason of our 
manhood. Because of it, many, this hour, 
even of those who claim more liberal. and 
cheering views, are sufferers in more ways 
than one. There is the old terror about 
death, not quite shaken off—there too is that 
childish imbecility about reasoning on all 


religious. topics, as if still they were the ex- | 


clusive property of the same priestly guardi- 
ans, who frowned upon our first interroga- 
tion of heresy, and admonished us, to be- 
ware of holy ground. 

And if in some souls you find the poisonous 
weeds of superstition, rank and rampart, in 
Othe;s is the dreariest and most unrecep- 
tive burrenness. There are the trembling 
nerves of eredulity, and the hardened mus- 
cles of utter unbelief, and both of the 
sume parent born. Those are there, this 
hour, who receive nothing because their 
fathers, and themselves in youth, received 
too much; who have gone to the opposite 
pole of icy stolidity ; and look up, if ever, 
into heavens of coldness, and feel there is no 
God but the outward face of Nature, and 
bend in no worship but the worship of the 
senses. To these, tho first intimation of 
life's sacredness is unmeaning wordiness; 
that there is a surrounding economy of guar- 
dian ones, who love us still, as they loved us 
once, is sheerest speculation ; and immortal- 
ity itself, to even thousands in nominal 
Christian ranks, may or fiiy not turn out to 
bea splendid dream of young and fanciful 
humanity, ere yet it had travelled from its 
golden-gated home in the Paradaisal East. 

To others, all of supernal things are 
shrouded in awfulness. There is no Benig- 
nant Father, knowing the end from the 
beginning, but an offended Majesty, his pur- 
poses frustrated and his vengeance ready. 
Heaven is a beggarly minority of severe and 
solemn saints, and Hell a crowded amphi- 
theatre of the cursing and the cursed. No 
angels blest, e'er straying in remembered 
love toward earthly abodes to guard ; but de- 
mons if at all, to lead astruy and add to 
their howling host. "^ 

And yet a third class there is, with in- 
herited timidity, begot by the same direful 
dogmas, shrinking from all thought of eternal 
verities ; o'er whom the Oninipresent is an 
Intrusive Eye, they would gladly escape or 
forget ; who bury themselves in pleasure or 
stultify with business ; to whom meditation 
savors of the grave yard, and the calm face 
of the instructive dead is more terrible than 
the countenance of many living enemies. 

With these latter,—und they were inoeu- 
lated with the virus of superstitious fenrin the 
very womb and eradle of existence —with 
these, religion must not be too literal; the 
preacher must tell of distant lands, and how 
of old, **the Lord God's hands wrought 
wondroas works below." The musical 
poetry of Judean story, the dim hnziness 
which robes the classic past, the softened 
tones mellowed by the of ancient 
prophecy and admonition; with now and 
then a brave stroke at some frightful theo- 
logie distutber of his mental peace, proving 
thut somehow all shall be well—these, are 
Gospel, refreshing, evangelie. No tongue 
must wag of responsibility here, this hour of 
waeredness encircling our heads; prayer 
mustn't be too earnest, and it’s allimagina- 
tion about any answering inflax from above. 
With these, somehow, it is really terrible, 
that thoaght we love to cherish, of intimate 
communion with fathers and mothers, broth- 
ers and sisters, husbands and wives, sons 
and daughters, the sainted, holy and yet lov- 
ing ones that have passed on before. 

And all this honestly with many—from 
foundational errors and horrors too, ie that 
carly teaching—because with their best ef- 
forts, all that is not flesh and blood, though 
they were a trooping company of the dear 
and blest from the very heaven of heavens, 
culls up the nursery tales of haunting ghosts 
and plaguing goblins dire. 

For (hese extretes and many others ; for 
whining, canting, afleeted manners in all reli- 
gious matters; for the divorce of what is 
termed piety from heartfelt gratitude, integ- 
rity, unselfishness, manhood, and woman- 
hood; for making salvation a miraculous, 
mechanical metamorphosis, rather than a 
purely natural elevation of the affections, 
thus surrounding the whole subject with 
mystery, and driving thousands of honest 
minds for this reason into utterest negations 
abd unbelief; for the absurdities that still 
disgust, and the dark doctrines that still 
crush with despuir; for fears that repel even 
angelic communings and fling their blight 
alike upon the cradle and the tomb; for 
mourning hearts that otherwise might look 
up, and sneering ones that otherwise might 
learn to revere, do we hold that stern old 
Theology of our fathers lingering yet among 
us, responsible. As Spiritualists then, as 
rational religionists, while wo urge more 
cheering and natural ideas, let us learn char- 
ity ; while ancompromising against every 
falsity in church or state, in creeds or social 

tion’; while we declare ‘‘ the great 
of witnesses '' still above us and the 
kingdom of heaven to be practically estab-

But 
how little do they understand what was 
meant by Christ, when he said * Except a 
man be born again, he cannot see the king» 
dom of God.” 

It is only in the light of Spiritualism, that 
the true import of these words can be seen. 
Let achurch member be questioned respect- 
ing the soul—whether it is a substance or

ean be discerned "To be born again then, in 
the light of Spiritualism, signifies that those 
faeultios which in. the merely external man 
are closed (or dead) must be unfolded and 
developed. 

Christ was in all respects our example; 
and all he did, which surpassed the work of 
ordinary men, was the result of higher Spir- 
itual development; the drift of his teach- 
ings was DEVELOPMENT. 80 that those who 
received his doctrines could perform works 
equally wonderful to those he wrought him- 
self. In one place we find him promising his 
disciples that they should do greater things 
than he did himself; and that signs should 
follow all that believed. 

Tt was considered in those days an evidence 
of miraculous power, to discern thoughts, 
read character, and cure, by the laying on of 
hands. He told the woman of Samaria all 
things that ever she did. Nathwniel was in- 
formed that when he was under the fig tree, 
Christ saw him. If clergymen knew now of 
psychological laws, they would not receive 
such fucts as evidence of the agent being the 
Deity incarnated. Nor would they require 
to be told in this, the nineteenth century, 
that as a result of this development, insisted 
on by Spiritualists, the power 18 enjoyed and 
exercised by man, to cast out devils, heal the 
sick by the laying on of hands, and to recall 
every act of an individual's life to him. 

I have only time to give one fact at pres- 
ent. A case of exorcism occurred in New 
York about two years ago. The writer of 
this was waited on by a friend, early in the 
morning, who bad been spending the whole 
of the prececding night in company with a 
young deetor who was possessed with unde- 
veloped spirits. This individual believed 
he possessed the power to call upon any 
spirits he pleased, who be suid would speak 
through him, in their own language; and 
further, that he would be two inches taller 
before the sun went down. He then said that 
Henry Clay had possession of him, and that I 
might give him a sentence in any language, 
to translate as a test. To gratify him, I 
gave him a few sentences from the fable of 
** Lupus et Agnus," commeneing with ** Ad 
rivum eundem," dc. As I expected, the 
construction was entirely foreign to the sub- 
ject, and after requesting the co-operation of 
all in the room, after engaging in prayer, 
and bringing our minds to bear on the sub- 
ject of the infestation, he was restored ; und 
we left him **clothed and in bis right mind.”

Spiritualism nnd Natural Laws.

Eoıror or Exa:—As the philosophy of 
physieal laws and their adaptation to pro- 
duce all known effects ure impressed upon 
and received by the individual mind, so are 
these thoughts or impressions, these concep- 
tions of the human soul, clothed in words 
and conveyed to other minds. And as there

I have witnessed many of the spirit man- 
ifestations which have become so common 
all over the country, and have read many 
theories concerning the causes which are 
supposed to produce them; and having 
| formed a conception, or opinion, my peculiar 
| mode of thinking and expressing thought 
| may reach some other mind which has not 
been acted upon, and set. it to thinking and 
| acting upon others, and thus mind becomes 
| unfolded, ^ 

It ie now a generally admitted fact that 
there is such a thing us human magnetism, 
it is also generally admitted (thoúgh very 
imperfectly believed) that there is such a 
thing as a human spirit. and that it exists 
and acts independently of the earthly form. 
And it is not a very great streteb of the 
| imaginaticn to suppose that the spirit has 
| an Atmosphére of magnetism, or aura, or 
aroma, emanating from and surrounding it, 
similar to that surrounding and belonging to 
each human body, though far more highly 
refined. These things being conceived by 
the superficial observer, suppose he enters a 
circle where there is a medium who has a 
sufficient. quantity of mognetism, and Ys so 
physically constituted that the magnetism 
of another can act upon it by will torce. 
Now suppose that a spirit enters the circle, 
and adds its spirit magnetism to the medi- 
um's, and that the members of the circle, 
by sioging or any other means, are barmo- 
nized in thought and feeling, and that they 
are in a passive or negative state, while the 
medium, being acted upon by another and 
higher magnetic power and intelligent will 
force, is in the positive state. Now, suppose 
that the spirit intelligence forces the positive 
power of the medium to meet and come in 
contact with the negative power of the eir- 
cle. Cannot the mind conceive that there 
will and must be a concussion ; and that it 
the table is permeated with the magnetism of 
the passive. negative circle, the positive pow- 
er of the spirit and medium will produce a 
concussion, manifesting itself by rappings, 
tippings, movings, and liftings of the table, 
regulated and governed by the spirit intelli- 
gence decording to the amount of force used ! 
‘To illustrate the idea and make it more ap- 
parent to the sensuous observer, we will in- 
troducá the Electro-Magnetie Battery, which 
was d voguo a few years ago, and with 
which many are familiar. You will place 
your machine upon the table, and fill the 
zine cistern with a solution of the sulphate 
of copper, attach the two copper wires, the 
ends of which are the positive and negative 
poles, by the aid of a magnet touching a 
piece of platina. Magnetism is then evolv- 
ed; and you will now take the end of the 
negative wire in one of your hands ; but no 


power is felt, no effectis yet produced. But 
just take the negative wire in the other 
hand, and you are thrilled with concussions, 
or vibrations, as you graduate the power by 
elosing or withdrawing the piston of the 
machine, And to my perceptions, the phys- 
ical laws operating in the two given cases, 
are precisely the same.
